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Folk-lore,  it  has  been  said,  is  crystallized  self-consciousness.  The  tales,  epics,  sagas  of 
mankind  map  out  the  regions  of  discovery.  As  good  and  evil  are  identified,  so  they  are  per- 
sonified in  figures  like  Galahad  and  Grendel.  Quest  and  strangerhood  find  their  person  in 
Ulysses.  The  elements  of  a  particular  collective  consciousness  interact  in  the  mythology  of 
the  Greek  gods  or  the  dieties  of  the  Nibelungenlied.  The  stories  are  told,  retold,  amplified 
and  sophisticated  as  consciousness  widens  and  deepens. 

There's  always  the  disturbing  question  about  folklore— what  is  fiction,  what  is  fact. 
Even  though  Schliemann  found  Troy,  it's  fairly  certain  that  Zeus  did  not  actively  partici- 
pate in  the  Trojan  war.  Yet  there  are  few  more  factual,  cogent  descriptions  of  human 
behavior  than  are  contained  in  Homer. 

There  is  an  equally  disturbing  question  about  the  whole  concept  of  news  in  modern 
life.  How  much  is  fact,  in  the  sense  that  the  event  reported  is  structurally  important  to 
human  change.  How  much  is  fiction,  in  the  sense  that  people  act  and  events  take  place 
in  the  context  of  preconceived  self-consciousnss,  in  the  context  of  folk-lore.  Do  states- 
men, for  instance,  act  always  as  rational  proponents  of  national  self-interest,  or  do  they 
sometimes  ride  forth  like  Lancelot  or  Don  Quixote  into  the  realms  of  fiction? 

A  case  can  be  made  for  the  view  that  KPFA's  first  hour  of  broadcast  includes  the 
news  as  told  by  Josephine  Gardner,  and  the  day  ends  with  the  latest  of  folklore.

LISTENER'S  ABROAD:  KPFA's  listener-sponsorship  is  having  some  international  implications 
these  days.  Before  leaving  for  Sweden  last  spring,  Harold  Swenson,  one  of  KPFA's  subscribers, 
dropped  in  to  see  us  and  asked  if  there'd  be  some  radio  material  we'd  like  him  to  send  back  to 
us  from  Sweden.  We  suggested  Sweden's  thriving  cooperative  movement,  and  the  programs  Mr. 
Swenson  recorded  in  Stockholm  with  J.  W.  Ames  of  the  Kooperativa  Forbundet  are  being  broad- 
cast on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Saturdays  of  this  Folio  period. 

KPFA's  former  commentator,  Jeffery  Cohelan  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.'s  Milkdriver's  Union,  is 
now  in  England  on  a  Fulbright  Fellowship.  We've  completed  arrangements  with  the  BBC  and 
we're  looking  forward  to  receiving  some  recorded  interviews  conducted  by  Jeffery  Cohelan  with 
various  members  of  the  British  labor  movement  and  the  Labor  Party.  We'd  be  very  glad  to 
hear  from  any  listeners  who  may  be  going  to  Japan,  India,  or  any  part  of  Africa  and  might  be 
able  to  send  back  some  recorded  interviews  and  talks  from  those  — or  other  — parts  of  the  world. 

PROGRAMS  AT  HOME:  KPFA  is  a  member  of  the  National  Association  of  Educational  Broad- 
casters, and  listeners  have  heard  programs  sent  us  from  the  NAEB's  tape  network  such  as  Voices 
of  Europe  and  Ways  of  Mankind.  Programs  also  go  in  the  other  direction  —  from  KPFA  to  the 
tape  network.  Selected  programs  in  the  Way  Beyond  the  West  series  and  the  Africa  series  broad- 
cast last  spring  have  already  been  submitted  for  national  distribution.  The  readings  by  Kenneth 
Patchen  and  Josephine  Miles  of  selections  from  their  own  poetry,  scheduled  on  Friday  evenings 
in  this  Folio,  are  the  first  of  a  new  series  destined  for  the  tape  network.  Readings  by  Yvor 
Winters,  Weldon  Kees,  and  others  will  be  scheduled  in  subsequent  Folios. 

THE  CHOPIN  CYCLE:  Beginning  Sunday,  October  25th,  at  6:50  p.m.,  the  works  of  Frederic 
Chopin  will  be  presented  in  a  series  of  half-hour  weekly  programs.  The  survey  will  include 
not  only  the  thrice-familiar  waltzes  and  nocturnes  but  also  the  rarer  items,  such  as  the  Cello 
Sonata  and  the  seventeen  Polish  songs. 

SOMETHING  ADDED:  At  various  times  we've  received  suggestions  that  a  means  be  found  for 
indicating  if  and  when  a  particular  program  will  be  rebroadcast.  The  numbers  in  brackets  in 
light  face  type  —  appearing  for  the  first  time  in  this  Folio  —  indicate  the  day  of  the  month  on 
which  that  particular  program  will  be  rebroadcast.  This  new  listing  is  not  quite  complete  since 
some  programs  which  are  broadcast  during  the  last  few  days  of  each  Folio  period  will  not  be 
rebroadcast  until  the  following  two  week  period,  on  a  day  as  yet  undetermined.
